There were 5.5 days suitable for fieldwork for the week ending October 3,
2021. Topsoil moisture supply was rated 7 percent very short, 34 percent
short, 58 percent adequate, and 1 percent surplus. Subsoil moisture supply
was rated 6 percent very short, 30 percent short, and 64 percent adequate.
Corn mature was 94 percent, compared to the 5-year average of 89 per-
cent. Corn harvested for grain was 52 percent complete, compared to the 5
-year average of 47 percent. Corn condition was rated 2 percent very poor,
7 percent poor, 26 percent fair, 54 percent good, and 11 percent excellent.
Soybeans turning color was 88 percent, compared to the 5-year average of
83 percent. Soybeans dropping leaves was 67 percent, compared to the 5-
year average of 54 percent. Soybeans harvested was 11 percent complete,
even with the 5-year average. Soybeans condition was rated 2 percent very
poor, 7 percent poor, 28 percent fair, 55 percent good, and 8 percent excel-
lent. Cotton bolls opening was 80 percent, compared to the 5-year average
of 89 percent. Cotton harvested was 2 percent complete, compared to the 5
-year average of 16 percent. Cotton condition was rated 7 percent poor, 28
percent fair, and 65 percent good. Rice harvested was 54 percent complete,
compared to the 5-year average of 69 percent. Rice condition was rated 2
percent poor, 31 percent fair, 51 percent good, and 16 percent excellent.
Winter wheat planted was 6 percent, compared to the 5-year average of 9
percent.
